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NAVAL LEGISLATION 
MAY COME UP AGAIN 


Expected That Redistribution Bill 
May Prove to be Most Con- 
tentions Measure

OTTAWA, Dec, 4.-—-Parliament will 
assemble on Thursday, January 15. 

This was decided at a meeting of the 
cabinet held this afternoon, presided 
over by Premier Borden, The ptoc- 
lamation formally calling Parliament 
together will be published at an early 
date in Canada Gazette. The fixing o1 
January 15 ag the date for the open- 
ing will glve the government ec. period 
of six weeks in which to prepare the 
sessional program which promises to 
be a fairly heavy one, 

Naval Legislation. 

Whether or not there will be legis 
lation dealing with naval defence has 
not been announced, but the proba- 
bilities are that the question will again 
be brought up at the approaching ses- 
eion, 

The redistribution bill made neces- 
sary iby the Jast census and waich will 
greatly increase the representation of 
the west may easily prove to be the 
most contentious measure of the ses- 
sion. 

Bills to consolidate and revise the 
railway act ,to amend the companies 
act and the civil service act, will be 
introduced, The latter will probabjy 
make provision fcr a system of super- 


anpuaticn for the inside service anit 
will bring into effect a number of 
recommendations made by George 


Murray in his report. The highways 
bill which has twice fallen ‘by the way- 
side, will again be introduced. as will 
a bill to amend the merchants ship- 
ping act and a bill to regulate the con- 
trol of explosives. 

Wilt Discuss Tarif.

For First Time in Quarter of a Century There Will be Election This 
Year—Views of the Candidates Are Given to Gathering 
Last Night Held in Separate School Hall 


For the first time for the twenty- 
five years since the Separate School 
board has been in existence there will 
be an election of trustees this year, 
there being six candidates for the four 


vacant seats. For the one South Side, building additivus

The year began with a debit ba- 
lance of $12,000, caused by purchas- 
ing lands, furnishing new rooms, anJ

A meeting to hear the views of the 
respective candidates was held at the 
Separate School last night. It was not 
very largely attended. There are no 
important campaign issues. Even the 
new candidates admit that tlie retiring 
board has done some good work, and 
the contest therefore resolves itself 
into one of personalities. 

C. Gallagher presided. Emile Tes- 
sier, secretary-treasurer of the board, 
and superintendent of separate 
schools, submitted a full and compre- 
hensive report of financial and statis- 
tical matters. He said the assessment 
for this year was a little over twenty 
millions, against twelve millions last 
year, and the taxes $59,000 this year, 
against $26,000 iast year. The assets, 
including land, buildings, and furni- 
ture, amounted to $453,000, at a con- 
servative valuation. The only liability 
was a debenture indebtedness of near- 
ly two hundred thousand dollars. On 
the present assessment the board had 
the power to borrow three million dol- 
lars, so that the financial position was 


excellent.

COURT MARSHAL IN

People Asking if the Situation is 
Much Graver Than Appears

LONDON, Dec. 4 (W.A.P. special 
cable)—The War Office last evening 
issued a surprisingly sensational com- 
munique to the Press. It was said 
that the proposed court martial to be 
held on Monday next into the charges 
of corruption against certain army 
quartermasters had ‘been suspended 
because “the War Office is advised by 
legal authorities that the jurisdiction 
possessed by such court martial would 
be too Mmited for the action which 
further inquiry shows to be necessary 
in this case.” 

People are now asking how much 
graver the situation is than appears 
on the surface, and there can be no 
doubt that unless there is some fur- 
ther action the whole subject will be 
discuased with vigor on the reassem)|- 
ing of the parliament in February. 

The suspension of the court martial 
is taken to mean that certain civilians 
and officers not on the active ist who 
are implicated in the scandals are be- 
yond the jurisdiction of the court as 
proposed. Military courts have no 
power to compel civilians (to testify 
in time of peace, and Kt is, therefore, 
probable that a special commission of 
inquiry wil) be appointed, with full 
power to take such legal actions as 
, may be found necessary.

Each of the candidates then ad- 
dressed the meeting. J. A. Connelly, of | 
the south side, who is an ex-teacher, | 
said the separate board received noj 
taxes from the Hudson's Bay Com-! 
pany, and the C.P.R. Company, and 
none from any of the banks except 
the Imperial Bank. The Calgary Se- 
parate school board took this matter 
up, and succeeded in getting their 
share of the taxes from the large-cor- 
porations. Mr. Connélly also charged 
that the names of hundreds of Separ- 
ate School supporters were on the 
Protestant school lists. This was rob- 
bing Catholics of their rights. The of- 
ficials were non-Catholic, and didn’t 
care. Some of the aldermen had pro- 
mised that a Catholic would be ptac- 
ed at the city hall to see to this mat- 
ter. 

D. J. Gilmurray, also an ex-teacher, 
did not gaurantee anything extraor- 
dinary, but promised to work in har- 
mony with the board. Referring to 
the taxes, he said, the fault was not 
with the board, but with the Catholic 
ratepayers, who were careless, He 
had searched at the city hall, and haa| 
been astounded at the number of Ca- 
tholics who annually paid their taxes 
to the Protestant schools. He advo- 
cated a manual training system for 
the older boys, with a professor in 
charge of the work, 

Gives Credit to Past Board, 

J. W. Heffernan, another ex-teach- 
er, said he would give the best that 
was in him in the work, The past 
board had done good work, and 


Edmonton 
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should get the credit for it, but he had; 


been asked to run, and was only too 
glad to offer his services should they 
be needed, 

E. P. O'Donnell, of the South Side, 
and a member of the board for the 
past two years, referred to the 
question. The act stated, he said, that 
the taxes from large corporations 
should first be paid to the Protestant 
schoo! board, who would in turn hand 
over the share of the Separate school 
board. That was wrong, and should be 
remedied.

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TEXAS FLOODS 
BRING DEATH 10 
TWENTY FOUR 


PROPERTY LOSS BETWEEN 
ONE AND TWO MILLION 


Pilfering Has Started on Ruins 
and the Militia is Called

Dallas, Tex., Dec. 4—The Texas 
flood cemre shifted southward tonight 
toward the gulf, centering from 


Hearne to Richmond. The flood crest 
of the Brates river continued to do 
great damage and caused some loss of 
life. At the same time the general 
flood situation improved when rains 
began to c@ase after three days con- 
tinuous downpour over most of the 
state and the creeks in north and west 
Texas began to fall slowly Before re- 
lief camse Uae Hoods had overspread 
five large river basins from the head- 
waters of the Sabine, in northeast 
Texas, to the San Antonio river in the 
southwest. 

The total number of the dead as 
result of the floods stood early tonight 
at 24. Estimates of the property 
damage ranged between one and twe 
million dollars, with Waco and 
Antonio the heaviest sufferers among 
the cities, 

The San Antonio loss was a quarter 
of a million, and Waco's damage was 
expected to be as great. 

As the water receded pilfering be- 
gan in Waco and the militia was put 
on duty in East Waco this afternoon 
to guard property in deserted houses 
and stvres. 


HGH GOST OF LINING 
MAY BE REDUCED 


Recrganization of Food Distribu- 


tion System is: Suggestion in 
American Report

New York, Dec, 4—It costs thirty- 
nine cents to distribute one dollar's 
worth of food in this city. The bureau 
of food supply of the New York as- 
sociation for improving condition of 
the poor has been conducting a cost 
of living inquiry and made public a 
report today showing that sixty-one 
cents represents the cost of the food 
on its arrival at the terminal markets 
here, while the rest of the consum- 
er's dollar is divided between whole- 
saler and retailer in the process of 
getting the food to the consumer's 
kitchen. 

“Every consumer,” said Bailey Bur- 
rett, who directed the inquiry, “is 
amazed at the constantly diminishing 
quantity of the food that his dollar 
brings to him and every producer is 
equally amazed at the small propor- 
tion of the consumer's dollar that 
finds its way into his pockets.”’ 

The remedy the report asserts, is a 
reorganization of the food distribu- 
tion system, based on the result of 
careful experiments with the economic 


' efficiency of various methods of retail 
! distribution. These experiments, it is 


set forth, should be made by a group 
of individuals with no thought of pro- 
fit,

Dyck ‘has 
many things to explain to the police, 
and many contradictions to pierce out 
First, he told the officers at Plum 
Coulee that he had driven the men 
within two miles of Morris—detectives

tracked the car to a point 18 miles 
north-west of Morris and saw the 
wheel marks where it turned round 
Secondly, the livery man must ex- 
plain away $240 in silver which was 
found beneath the back reat of the 
car. To be placed in the position it 
was found, the car seat and the 


wooden frame work would have to be 
lifted. 

He told some officlals the men got 
out of the car, pointed a gun at him 
and told him to “beat dt,” which he 
immediately did.

Although it was not the fault of 
bud match makers, a feature of the 
prize ring’ which has resulted in cut- 
ting short many a fighter’s promising 
career, Packey was unable to stave 
off defeat. Like many other fighters 
and men in other lines of athletic en 
deavour, McFarland has succumbed 
to no other person that Dan Cupid, 
conqueror of them all. 

On some day in the good old spring 
time the south side Irishman will 
marry Miss Margaret Loughlin, a 
popular and pretty Jobilet girl. The 
engugement was made secretly just 
before Packey fought “Harlem Tom- 
my" Murphy in New York on Oct. 
17. 

This news explains Packey’s many 
mysterious trips to the prison city. 
Whenever McFarland engaged in a 
fight out of town the first thing he 
did after his return to Chicago was 
to catch a rattler for Joliet. Only a 
few friends knew the reason. It has

taken the pride of Chicago three years - 


to win Miss Loughlin. 

Rumors of Packey’s intentions to 
commit matrimony have been printed 
before.

Ottawa Football League Thinks| Contest Was a Gocd One With 


Boccer Association Made a 
Big Mistake 


OTTAWA, Dec, 1 —. Local soccer 
men are unlikely to give the D.F.A. 
any support in their fight with the 
A.A.U. of Canada, in fact, the chances 
are that the local soccer body which 
will control ten teams next season, 
will throw the D.I.A. overboard and 
will recognize the authority of 
amateur ruling body. 

“I think that the D.F.A, made a 
great mistake in deciding to cross 
swords with the A.A.U, over the ques- 
tion of pros and amateurs competing 
with and against each other,”’ declar- 
ed President James Muir, of the Ot- 
tawa City League. “It is going to 
practically bar Canadian players, who 
participate in other sports, out of 
soccer, and will lose to the game all 
the progress made in establishing it 
as a Canadian sport. We will have 
to look to the Old Countrymen com- 
ing over, who take part in none of 
the other sports, for our players at all 
times, and this will make the game an 
Old Countrymen’s game entirely, and 
all our support will have to come 
from Old Countrymen. It looks a biz 
mistake to me, and J hardly think 
the Ottawa soccer men ‘will back up 
the D.F.A. in their fight.” 

Other local soccer men take about 
the same view of the question, feel 
ing that they do not desire the mix- 
ing of amateur and pro., and, there- 
fore, see no reason why they should 
be placed outside the amateur pale 
simply for the sake of the D.F. A. 

There are a number of Canadians 
playing soccer in the Ottawa City 
League Who would be unable to com- 
pete if the league was placed outside 
the amateur pale. Gordon Willis, of 
the Ottawa intermediates, plays with 
the Guards, and the Y.M.C.A, have a 
number of men playing soccer who 
participate in other sports, If the

Sir Alexander also had = some re- 
marks to offer concerning new comers 
to Western Canada, “Many of those 
who go to Western Canada,” he said, 
“have no patriotism when they = ar- 
rive and there is a great temptation to 
trade with the United States. The 
problem was once encountered by the 
United States themselves, but there s 
this difference between thiy position 
then and ours at the present time: 
The United States had no active com- 
petition to meet, but when we have 


now to meet the same problem we 
find our neighbor a very powerful 
highly civilized country. The new 


Western Canadian immigrants have to 
pay very highly for agricultural im- 
plements, It is the opinion in Can- 
ada that we want protection from th 
United States and free trade within 
our provinces.” 

Sir Alexander concluded with a 
plea that emigrants should go unpre- 
judiced, If that lack of prejudice 
were continued amongst new comers 
there would not be one man in a hun- 
dred who would desire to separate 
from England, 

Sir Frederick Replies. 

Sir Frederick Taylor said he was 
startied recently to find a western 
paper describing him as a live wire 
The editor of an English financial 
daily described him as plain matter of 
tact Canadian. That editor was a 
pretty shrewd fellow. When he came 
to London he did not receive one word
